The Leconte reference in the above bibliography is sometimes 
cited as "1908“, but the "Index Kewensis" dates the latter pages 
of this volume as published in 1909, although the papers them¬ 
selves were presented in sessions of the society held in the lat¬ 
ter months of 1908.

The Fitter work, also cited above, is 
dated "1971*", but was not actually published until February 17, 
1975. Maimed work (1901) is sometimes erroneously cited as 
"1903”. 

Gibbs (19710 found silica-bodies in one species of this family 
and p-coumaric acid, sinapic acid, ferulic acid, and flavanols 
also present. 

Riley (1963) comments that "the family seems to be of no par¬ 
ticular importance economically" • The sale of dried Syngonanthus 
inflorescences in Brazil is, in fact, the only economic use I 
know of for members of the group.
